A New Nautical Invention. 

London Dafly News: 

A letter in the Florentine Nazione states 
that a most interesting experiment was re- 
cently made at the Roman swimming 
baths. It weulda r that a certain Pro- 
fessor Balsamo, of ce, has invented some 
mechanism by means. of which vessels are 
to be propelled at will in any given direc- 
tion without recourse being had to crew or 
rudder. The efficiency of this new propel- 
ler was tested by means of a miniature 
iron-clad to which it was applied. Though 
small, this vessel, constructed by the profes- 
sor himself, was modeled on the type of the 
largest iron-clad afloat, and was furnished 
with furnace, cylinder with piston, steam 
condensator, feeding pumps, ete. The se- 
cret of the new propeller is not disclosed, 
no other clew being given but that its aim 
is not to allow the course of the vessel to be 
altered in virtue of the passive resistance of 
the surface of the rudder, but in virtue of 
component motive forces, varying accord- 
ing to the resultant motion wi tee thus 
utilizing nearly the whole live force devel- 
oped by the engines. The experiment was 
made in the presence of Admirals Albini 
and Pucci, commissioned to report to the 
ministry of war, as well as of several pro- 
fessors of the Roman university and the 
heads of various scientific institutes,
